1. AT JUNE 5 SPC MEETING, TURKISH REP (GUR) SAID HE HAD IN- 
STRUCTIONS REGARDING THE CHOICE BETWEEN ' CIRCUMVENT" OR 
"FRUSTRATE" IN THE FORMULATION IN PARA 2 OF THE DRAFT GUIDANCE 
TO AHG ON FLANK SECURITY. (COMMENT: THIS IS THE ONLY REMAINING 
DISAGREEMENT IN THE DRAFT GUIDANCE.) TURKEY IS AWARE THE TWO 
WORDS HAVE SAME DICTIONARY MEANING. HOWEVER, "CIRCUMVENT" IS 
A VERY PRECISE WORD, ALREADY USED IN VIENNA. IF WE NOW USE ANOTHER 
SECRET 
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WORD, THE OTHER SIDE WILL WONDER IF THE ALLIES NOW HAVE SOMETHING 
ELSE IN MIND. TURKEY DOES NOT WANT TO USE "FRUSTRATE" IN THE 
FORMULATION ON FLANK SECURITY, AND "CIRCUMVENT" IN LATER FORM- 
ULATIONS ON NON-CIRCUMVENTION. TURKEY DOES NOT WANT A DIFFERENT 
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CONCEPT FOR DIFFERENT REGIONS. THUS ANKARA COULD ACCEPT 
"FRUSTRATE" IN THE FLANK SECURITY GUIDANCE ONLY IF THE ALLIES 
AGREED TO USE THE SAME WORD IN LATER GUIDANCE ON NON-CIRCUM- 
VENTION. 

2. BELGIAN REP (BURNY) POINTED OUT THAT THE WHOLE SPC, EXCEPT 
TURKEY. HAD ACCEPTED "FRUSTRATE" AS PART OF THE COMPROMISE WHICH 
SAW ITALY DROP THE ITALIAN FORMULATION AND MOVE A CONSIDERABLE 
DISTANCE TO AGREE ON THE PRESENT DRAFT GUIANCE. HE SAID HE 
WANTED TO APPEAL TO TURKEY TO COMPROMISE. 

3. ITALIAN REP (SPINELLI) STRESSED THE MAGNITUDE OF THE 
COMPROMISES ITALY HAD MADE. HOWEVER, ITALY COULD NOT AGREE THAT 
THE ALLIES WERE TALKING ABOUT GENERAL NON-CIRCUMVENTION IN THIS 
GUIDANCE. THAT WAS A LARGER QUESTION FOR LATER DECISION, WHEN 
"CIRCUMVENT" WILL BE THE PROPER TERM. THERE ENSUED A LONG, 

REPETITIVE DIALOGUE BETWEEN ITALIAN AND TURKISH REPS. 

4. CANADIAN REP (BARTLEMAN) POINTED OUT THE DRAFT GUIDANCE WAS 
NOT TREATY LANGUAGE. HE SUGGESTED USING "FRUSTRATE" NOW. WHEN 

THE NEGOTIATION REACHED THE STAGE OF DECIDING TREATY TYPE LANGUAGE, 
THE ALLIES COULD DECIDE BETWEEN "FRUSTRATE" AND "CIRCUMVENT". 

5. GREEK REP (CORANTIS) (WHO HAD PROPOSED "FRUSTRATE" ORIGINALLY) 

SAID THE SPC WAS VERY CLOSE TO AGREEMENT ON THE ALLIED POSITION 
ON FLANK SECURITY. HE SAID HE HOPED THAT TURKEY, TO ACHIEVE 
AGREEMENT, WOULD AGREE TO "FRUSTRATE" ON THE BASIS THAT THIS 
WAS NOT TREATY LANGUAGE.BRUCE
